Hydrangea macrophylla DC. subsp. serrata Makino var. amagiana 
Makino, nov. var. 

Hydrangea serrata var. amagiana Makino, MSS. 

A deciduous shrub, attaining about l|m. in height, erectpatently and oft¬ 
en oppositely ramose; branches terete, slender, cinereo-fulvous, green and 
often spotted with dark-purple lenticels when young, appressedly puberulent 
but then glabrate, or subglabrous; shoot erect, terete, slender, glabrous and 
smooth, or puberulent with antrorsely appressed arcuate hairs, light green, 
loosely dispersed with the longitudinally linear-oblong or short-linear dark- 
purple lenticels, with a large white pith in centre. Leaves opposite, petiolate, 
lanceolate, oblong-lanceolate, or elliptical-lanceolate, attenuatedly long-acumi¬ 
nate with a sharp point at the apex, shortly cuneato-acute or obtuse at the 
base, sharply serrate or dentato-serrate with short-acuminated deltoid erect-patent 
teeth excepting the basal and apical portions, bright green or deep green and 
thinly pubescent towards the margin and densely pubescent with antrorsely 
depressed pale hairs on the midrib and veins above, paler and pubescent with 
antrorsely depressed pale minute hairs on the midrib and veins also towards the 
axil of veins beneath, thin and herbaceous in texture, rathre flaccid, first more 
or less bitter then sweet in taste, about 5-19 cm. long, l-5§ cm. broad; midrib 
prominent beneath; veins 5-8 on each side, erect-patent, arcuate upwards, 
prominent beneath; veinlets loosely reticulated; petiole slender, terete, slightly 
dilated at the base, shallowly canaliculated and pubescent with depressed minute 
hairs in front, very thinly pubescent in back, green or dark-purple-green, J-4 
cm. long. Cyme terminal, corymbose with a flat face and the surrounding 
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ornament-flowers, about 5-11 cm. broad; peduncles and pedicels pubescent 
with antrorsely appressed and arcuate white hairs, very light green or pale. 
Flowers numerous, white, with a gracile pedicels; alabastra globose, 5-lobed. 
Calyx 5-dentate with deltoid teeth. Petals 5, ovato-elliptical, acutish at the apex, 
entire, concave internally, 2jmm. long, 1| mm. wide. Stamens 5, exserted; 
filament filiform, glabrous, 3-6, mm. long; anther minute, white, compressed, 
bifid at the apex, cordate at the base, 1 mm. long. Ovary semi-inferior, usually 
3-styled mixed with 2-styled or 4-styled ones, the inferior portion under the 
calyx obovoid, glabrous, white, 1-1| mm. across; styles erect-patent. Ornamental 
flowers several, usually 4- rarely 5-sepaled, with the petals stamens and abortive 
ovary in centre; sepals spreading, more or less unequal in size (the outer one 
larger), rounded-ovate, elliptical, or subrhombic-rounded, obtuse at the apex, 
broadly cuneate below and with a sessile or very shortly clawed base, 7-21 
mm. long, 5-18 mm. wide, entire or paucidentate on margins, herbaceo-char- 
taceous, white, rarely shaded with purple in the end in sun; midrid delicate; 
veins ascending, flabellate. Capsule oval-rounded, with the sepals and styles, 
2-2Jmm. across. 

Nom. Nipp. Amagi-amacha. 

Hab. Prov. IDZU: Mt. Amagi (T. Makino! 1931-32.).

Elatostema sessile var cuspidatum Maxim in Mel. Biol. IX. p. 634 (1876); 
Franch. et Sav. Enum. PI. Jap. II. p. 495 (1879), non. Wedd. excl. syn. 

Perennial, flaccid, green, attaining about. 70 cm. long; rhizome loosely 
ramose with narrow terete branches, shortly repent, densely rooting, white. 
Stems succulent, solid, few-tufted, ascending but more or less bending down¬ 
wards, simple or loosely ramose below, angulate with acute angles, shallowly 
and broadly canaliculated with narrow-alate or acute margins in front, rounded 
beneath with a flat back, about 3-12 mm. across. Leaves alternate, distichous, 
spreading, sessile, oblong or oblong-lanceolate, long-acuminate at the apex, 
unequally and broadly cuneated at the base, coarsely dentate with obtuse- 
tipped deltoid erect-patent teeth excepting the entire basal portion, rather 
thick when fresh, green or yellowish-green and thinly pubescent with short 
pale hairs above, paler and glabraos beneath, about 4-11 cm. long, 2-4J cm. 
wide; midrib and veins impressed above and prominent beneath; veinlets 
loose, inconspicuous; stipule linear-subulate, deciduous. Glomerules axillary, 
sessile but pedicellate in the male one (which very rarely appears), green or 
pale-greenish, very closely and densely flowered, with deep-green herbaceous 
short involucral scales. Utricle white, dehiscent then the seed protruded out; 
seed minute, ellipsoid, yellowish. 

Nom. Nipp. Yama-tokihokori. 

Hab. NIPPON: mountainous district. 

Elatostema nipponica Makino in Journ. Jap. Bot. II. no. 5, p. 19 (1921);

Elatostema sessile var. cuspidatum Makino in Iindma, Somoku-Dzusetsu, 
ed. 3, IV. (1912), 20, p. 14. tab. 13, non Wedd. 

Annual, roots finely fibrous. Stem erect or declinate, attaining about 16 cm. 
in height, often loosely ramose from the basal portion, fleshy, ferete, finely 
pubescent, greenish. Leaves alternate, distichous, sessile, narrowly obovate, 
unequally cuneate below, coarsely dentato-serrate above, acutish at the apex, 
subtrinerved, flaccid, green. Glomerules axillary, sessile, pubescent. 

Nom. Nipp. Tolihokori. 

Hab. NIPPON, wet places of field.
